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I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the 
year  1961. 

The  population  increased  by  160  in  comparison  v;ith  the 
Registrar  General's  estimate  for  the  previous  year.  Also, 
the  number  of  inhabited  hcu-es  incrc-'usd  by  10,  making  a total 
of  862.  The  Council  own  172,  this  figure  remains  the  same. 

As  a matter  of  interest  the  corresponding  figures  of  ten 
years  ago  are  qu7tadj  Population  1954,  the  2,000  figir  e 
appearing  in  1956.  Number  of  Council  Houses  130.  Thus  the 
growth  of  the  Urb^n  Authority  is  appreciated. 

The  Rateable  Value  increased  BY  £9 >574  in  one  yea1  , the 
figure  ton  years  ago  being  £10,617.  ^he  Penny  Rate  f<r  1961 
was  £110,  for  1951  - £41. 

The  Death  Rate  remains  the  same  and  shows  a general 
decline  over  the  last  5 years.  The  main  causes  of  deaths 
in  this  District  was  again  due  to  Heart  Diseases. 

Of  the  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases,  3 cases  of 
tuberculosis  were  registered,  none  of  which  were  children 
or  young  adults.  Continued  survoyance  must  be  cnrriedoht  in 
this  field,  especially  in  advanced  adults,  if  society  is  to  be 
protected  from  what  was,  up  to  very  recently,  a scourge 
of  the  community.  No  epidemics  due  to  any  infectious  disease 
occurred . 

Health  in  general  within  the  District  was  very  satisfactory 
indeed,  and  appreciation  is  felt  for  the  excellent  work  and 
co-operation  of  all  Gin  ..r,sI  Practitioners,  Heal  th  Vi  sit  or 
and  District  Nurse „ 

It  is  observed  from  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  report 
that  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  District  is  satisfactory 
and  once  again  he  is  to  be  complimented  for  his  regular  and 
excellent  service. 

In  conclusion,  I thank  you  Mr.  Chairman,  and  Members 
of  the  Council  for  your  interest  and  co-operation .
